Que af Atomic Promises

that 91,UUU worth of uranium would] 
furnish electricity for the entire 
New York Metropolitan urea. 
The furnace should blaw the way 
to what President Truman has call* 
©d the “new heights of civilisation** 
which came in sight with splitting 
of the atom. 
The potentialities are enormous. 
With the furnace creating a little 
more fuel than it burns, atomic 
energy would In* increased until 
there Is a stockpile for use of future 
generations in transportation, hent­ 
ing, industrial developments and 
other ways to create a standard of 
living which transcends the Imagin­ 
ation. 
Here are the immediate plans: 
1. Construction this year at Arco, 
Idaho, of a 33.5tKt.ouo experimental 
•'breeder." 
2. A 925.0O0.OOO to 110,000.ISH) 
atomic power plant, also a "breed­ 
er.” at the Knolls lalmratory near 
Schenectady. N. Y. Ruth projects 
are under supervision of the atomic 
energy commission. 
The atomic energy commission 
indicates it expects only a small 
Increase in the "perpetual fuel and 
that new developments are not ex­ 
pected to make "obsolete" the plants 
at Oak Ridge, Tenn. and Hartford. 
Wash. This is taken to mean that 
Oak Ridge and Hanford will con­ 
tinue to produce atomic explosives 
for bombs. 
The key figure to indicate possi­ 
bility of fuel ‘ breeding” is the exa«*t 
number of neutrons emitted when 
an atom is split. The AKO will say 
only that the number is “between 
two and three." The average, based 
on non-secret tests, is believed to 
be 2.3 or possibly LM. 
At IOO per cent efficiency the 2.1

new atomic fuel atoms. 
Control of atomic furna<*es shows 
that the chain reaction can be kept 
going with one neutron per fission, 
or “atom spilt " Thus the problem 
is to assure thilt the spare neutrons 
create fuel. 
The AFX’ says tills is not too diffi­ 
cult in theory. Neutrons, eontaimd 
in aloins along will* protons and 
electrons, have a tendency, when 
the atom is split and they arc freed, 
to be absorbed 
immediately 
by 
whatever atoms are nearest. 
If only uranium or thorium aloins 
are present, the spare neutrons cer­ 
tainly will ereatc fuel. 
Hynthetlc fu e l- atomically speak­ 
ing—-is called plutonium. This is 
created when a neutron strikes the 
“sun” of one of the abundant U-238 
atoms. 
Thus a plutonium atom is a l'-238 
atom which has absorbed a “spare” 
neutron and undergone a violent 
change while still holding together. 
It will spilt the next time it is hit 
That (act makes it usable as atomic 
fuel. 
The Arco furnace will use a liquid 
metal to cool the system The metal 
will do this by absorbing the 2.0UU 
degree fahrenheit temperature as 
it rolls through the furnace. As It 
emerges, the tremendous 
h e a t it 
has absorbed can be converted into 
electric (tower by use of steam or 
the pressure of a heat-expanded 


(urn furnaces are cooled with Co­ 
lumbia river water, which loses the 
heat It absorbs so rapidly that it 
comes out merely tepid and there­ 


f o r e useless for power. 
The problems faced by the new 
Impurities can­ 
not be avoided, safety control, cool­ 
ing and heat transmission must be 
achieved without undue absorption 
of neutrons by -foreign” materials, 
and "ashes” must be removed 'or 
separation of tho new fuel from the 
material In which it is created.
